—Four socially prominent occu- 
pants of a small private plane per- 


ished early today when the pilot, 
flying in a fog, apparently mistook 
the glare of lights at the Beacon 
Oil Co. refinery for the Boston 
airport. The plane crashed into 
a waste-gas burner at the refin- 
ery, and three of the four occu- 
pants fell into flames. 

The dead were: 

Thomas Mandell, 46 years old, 
treasurer of the Carrier-Mandell 
Air Conditioning Corp. of Bos- 
ton and son of the late George 
S. Mandell, publisher of the old 
Boston Transcript. 

Mandell’s two debutante 
daughters—Anne, 22, and Har- 
riot, 19, both of Boston. 

Nelson Pell, 32, the _ pilot, 
member of a socially prominent 
Long Island (N.Y.) family. He 
Was an experienced flyer. 

Pell was piloting the Mandells 
back to Boston from Montreal, 
where they had visited Mrs, Cyrus 
Craig, another daughter of Man- 
dell. Authorities expressed be- 
lief that he became lost in the 
fog and mistook lights atop huge 
gasoline stills for those of an air- 
port, 

Witnesses said that the small

"The object ‘s to give the ap- 
pearance of a solution and to full 
the world into a false sense of 
security until it is too late—until 
the newspapers have reported ¢... ¢ 
it is all over and that one more 
country has been reduced to vas- 
salage,” Dendramis told the dele- 
gates last night in one of the 
bluntest attacks ever made on 
Russia in the Council chamber. 

“The moment will come when 
there will no longer be any fron- 
tiers between Greece and her 
northern neighbors.” 

Urges Immediate Action. 

Dendramis implored the Council 
to act immediately and forcefully 
to halt what he termed the “ag- 
gression” of Greece's three north- 
ern neighbors, Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. 

“Otherwise,” he said, “the whole 
structure of the (United Nations) 
organization, with its very founda- 
tions undermined, will crumble; it 
will have failed in the judgment of 
public opinion throughout the 
world.” ; 

Faris El Khouri of Syria, coun- 
cil chairman, criticized Dendramis

NEW FORD STRIKE 
THREAT; RESULT 
OF PENSION ROW 


Union Says Company 
Seeks Too Many ‘Un- 
limited Controls’ in Op- 
erating System. 


DETROIT, Aug. 7 (UP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers today 
renewed a threat of a strike of 
108,000 Ford Motor.Co. employes 
as it resumed negotiations on a 
pension plan dispute. 


The UAW called off a system- 
wide Ford strike scheduled for 
noon last Tuesday after an agree- 
ment to protect it from penalty 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley law. 

The union gained contractual 
immunity for wildcat strikes for 
a year while a study committee 
drafts a concrete contract propos- 
al on the Taft-Hartley issue. 

Richard T. Leonard, UAW vice 
president, warned that a strike 
threat “still stands” pending set- 
tlement of a pension plan dispute. 

Major details of the retirement 
plan have been worked out, but 
the union charged that the com- 
pany sought too many “unlimited 
controls” in its administration. 

Meanwhile, future negotiations 
were indefinite in the union's 
strike for a Taft-Hartley no-pen- 
alty clause against the Murray 
Corporation of America, a key 
automobile industry supplier. The 
15-day walkout of 7000 Murray 
employes has made 72,000 workers 
idle in the industry. 

The union insisted it made its 
“final” offer late yesterday for 
settlement of the dispute with 
Murray. The company said fu- 
ture negotiations were “up in the 
air.”

Previously today, in testimony 
to a Senate war investigating sub- 
committee, Hughes had called “a 
pack of lies” Brewster's denial of 
Hughes’s story of the “proposi- 
tion.” Brewster ig chairman of the 
full committee. 

Later Hughes quoted an attor- 
ney for the committee as saying: 
“We're out to get Elliott Roose- 
velt” through the inquiry into 
Hughes's warplane contracts. 

Hughes said this statement was 
made by Francis D. Fianagan, 
assistant committee cOunsel, when 
Flanagan arrived at Hughes's 
plant in March to examine ex- 
pense accounts involving Roose- 
velt. 

Roosevelt was a witness earlier 
this week, testifying about some 
$5000 listed in Hughes Aircraft 
Co.’s books as having been spent 
on his entertainment—part of it 
at a time when he was advising 
the War Department on plane 
contracts. 

Before mentioning Roosevelt, 
Hughes said there were “ulterior 
motives” for the inquiry other 
than the one he has repeatedly 
charged—that it was launched as 
part of an effort to “coerce” him 
into agreeing to an airlines mer- 
ger. 

Hughes told the committee 
Flanagan made the remark about 
Roosevelt to Noah Dietrich, execu- 
tive vice president of the Hughes 
tive vice president of the Hughes's 
interests. 

“Yes, but you're shooting with a 
scattergun and Mr. Hughes is 
going to be hurt.”

Brewster's Replies. 

In his replies, Brewstér: 

1. Acknowledged that he had 
eaten at least “three breakfasts 
in the last few months” at a 
special residence maintained 
here by Pan American Airways 
as a guest center for officials 
and employes. He insisted this 
could not be termed the “Pan 
American palate” and instead 
waved photographs of what 
Brewster called “TWA’s pala- 
tial” home and swimming pool. 

2. Agreed that Sam Pryor, a 
vice president of Pan American 
and former Connecticut Repub- 
lican national committeeman, 
is a close friend of his, 

3. Said it was true that he had 
spent two Thanksgiving vaca- 
tions of about one week each at 
a home Pryor has at Hobe 
Sound, Fla. Brewster said Pryor 
was not there and he (Brewster) 
had purchased his own food and 
borne all expense. 

4. Acknowledged that he once 
accepted free transportation in 
Pan American’s special private 
airliner from Washington to 
Raleigh, N. C. He said he went 
to Raleigh to confer with the 
late Senator Bailey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, at Bailey's’ re- 
quest about aviation legislation. 

When Brewster had replied to 
Hughes's series of written ques- 
tions, the plane manufacturer 
shouted that the committee was 
being “unfair” by its procedure. 
Hughes told Ferguson: 

“The answers he gave you were 
evasive and in many cases it was 
not possible to get a direct answer. 

“Not having his replies chal- 
lenged in any way by the chair- 
man is unsatisfactory, so I shall 
not submit any further questions 
in this way.” 

“My reputation has been ruined,” 
Senators. 

Ferguson asked Hughes whether 
anyone else was present at a 
luncheon in Brewster’s Mayflower 
hotel apartment last February at 
which Hughes charges the Senator 
offered “in so many words” to call 
off the inquiry into Hughes’s plane 
contracts if Hughes “agreed to 
merge the TWA airline with Pan 
American and agreed to go along 
with the bill for a single overseas 
airline.” 

“You don’t think Senator Brew- 
ster would have made that propo- 
sition in front of anyone else, do 
you?”

“I went against the advice of 
Jack Frye, who had warned me,”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP)-— 
The crowd was there long before 
Howard Hughes. On the hot, sun- 
lit steps of the Senate office build- 
ing, secretaries, cab drivers and 
assorted curious people stood an 
hour and a half beforehand. The 
secretaries gripped pads and pen- 
cils ready for autographs. 

Finally the mysterious, silent 
alarm which flashes through wait- 
ing crowds told them the moment 
had come. A taxicab pulled up to 
a small downstairs entrance and 
the crowd ran for it. 

Two men got out first, then the 
tall, thin man in rumpled, gray 
suit. Police roped off the auto- 
graph hunters.

Brewster testified yesterday that 
Fulton approached him regarding 
the then pending Hughes investi- 
gation, but that he (Brewster) 
was not clear as to just what Ful- 
ton’s interest in the matter was. 

Today, Hughes asked whether 
Brewster had asked Fulton to tes- 
tify at the current hearing, and 
whether it was true that Fulton 
had said he was willing to appear 
as a witness but was afraid that 
his testimony might “hurt” Brew- 
ster, 

Brewster called the latter point 
“absplutely false.” Brewster in- 
sisted, in reply to other questions, 
that he had not made a “big is- 
sue” of the fact that the investi- 
gation first got underway in 1942 
when President Truman, then a 
Missouri Senator, headed the com- 
mittee, 

Then he was asked whether it 
was “purely a coincidence” that 
the inquiry had been left “dor- 
mant” for five years and then 
pressed only after Hughes refused 
to support the community air bill. 

Denies Connection, 

Brewster flatly denied that the 
two affairs are connected, and he 
challenged Hughes to produce any 
evidence that he (Brewster) had 
done anything “to accelerate or 
retard” the inquiry. 

In reply to other questions, 
Brewster denied that he had kept 
active direction of the inquiry 
himself after he appointed the 
subcommittee, headed by Fergu- 
son, to conduct it. 

When Hughes’s questions had 
been exhausted, Brewster said:

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MORE VOTE FRAUD 
INDICTMENTS ARE 


EAPECTED TODAY! 


IN AC. INQUIRY 


Six Plead Not Guilty— 
Special Federal Grand 
Jury Turns to Heart of 
Bailiwick | Controlled 
by Binaggio.

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 7—Addi- 
tional vote fraud indictments 
were expected today as a special 
Federal Grand Jury turned to an 
investigation in the heart of a 
bailiwick controlled politically by 


Charlies Binaggio, gambler and 
boas of a Democratic faction. 

While the jury pressed its in- 
vestigation, six persons indicted 
last Tuesday were arraigned 
before United States District 
Judge Albert A. Ridge. He had 
suppressed these indictments until 
the defendants were apprehended, 
the last one having been taken 
into custody last night. 

Those arraigned today were 
William H. Costello, a lawyer and 
Democratic election judge; Joseph 
Marchese, attorney and Democrat- 
ic election judge; Mrs. Mabel John- 
gon, Democratic election clerk; 
A. A. (Jack) Williams, Democratic 
precinct captain; Mrs. Lena Rice, 
Negro, Republican election judge, 
and Mrs. Martha Aldridge, Re- 
publican judge. 

The defendants pleaded not 
guilty and waived reading of the 
indictments. Their attorneys were 
given until Aug. 18 to file any 
motions. 

Indictment of Costello on a 
charge of perjury in his testimony 
before the grand jury was an- 
nounced previously. The other 
five defendants were charged with 
vote fraud conspiracy. All six 
worked in the Fifth Precinct of 
the Second Ward, the ward con- 
trolled politically by Henry Mc- 
Kissick, tavern owner and vet- 
eran leader of a Democratic fac- 
tion. 

Costello's arraignment on the 
_ perjury charge was postponed un- 
til mext Tuesday to give his attor- 
ney time to study the indictment. 

The indictments. grew out of ir- 
regularities in the primary elec- 
tion which resulted in the nom- 
ination of Enos A. Axtell as Dem- 
ocratic candidate for the post of 
Congressman Roger C. Slaughter. 
Axtell, chosen candidate of Pres- 
ident Truman, was supported by 
remnants of the Pendergast ma- 
chine against Slaughter, who 
sought renomination. In the gen- 
eral election, Republican Albert 
L. Reeves Jr. defeated Axtell. 

Four of the federal defendants 
sre under state vote fraud 
charges preferred shortly before 
the courthouse safe here was 
blown on the night of May 27-28. 
Impounded ballots essential to the 
state's evidence against most of 71 
defendants were stolen from the 
safe. 

The federal jury impaneled July 
8 conducted its own inquiry, how- 
ever, relying on testimony of 
voters and conflicting evidence of 
election officials, as well as find- 
ings of special agents of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. At- 
torney General Tom C. Clark had 
belatedly empowered FBI agents 
to make a full inquiry. 

No evidence pertaining to the 
gsafeblowing has been placed be- 
fore the grand jury. Although 
the latest indictments were re- 
turned Tuesday afternoon, fol- 
lowed at once by the issuance of 
capias warrants, United States 
Marshal Fred Canfil, intimate po- 
litical and persona) associate of 
President Truman, did not serve 
any warrants until late yesterday. 
This was after he had conferred 
with Richard K. Phelps, special 
assistant attorney general as- 
signed to the investigation. 

Previously, three of the six de- 
fendants had been surrendered by 
attorneys at Canfil’s “invitation.” 
All six had been subpenaed by him 
as grand jury witnesses without 
difficulty or delay, Bonds were 
fixed at a nominal amount of 
$1000 each. 

Without specifying figures, the 
indictments alleged that more 
votes were recorded for Axtell 
than were cast, and fewer for 
Slaughter than were placed in the 
ballot box. In addition to the for- 
mal arraignment of the latest 
batch of defendants, arguments 
were to bc advanced on behalf of 
defendants indicted for vote fraud 
at the initial session of the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury, which returned 
indictments on July 11 against 
five political workers and precinct 
election officials from the tenth 
precinct of the Second Ward. 

Through the intercession of 
ward bosses, Ira B. McLaughlin 
was retained to represent most 
of the defendants. The defense 
argued that the _§ indictments 
should be quashed on statutory 
grounds. McLaughlin also sought 
a bill of particulars citing specif- 
ically the names of voters alleged- 
ly deprived of the franchise, as 
charged in the indictments. 

McLaughlin contended the in- 
dictments were so vague as .to 
preclude a proper defense, and ar- 
gued the Federal Government 
lacked jurisdiction in the primary 
election. 

In its investigation today the 
grand jury, as it has done in cer- 
tain other instances, went beyond

gation. In going into the eleventh 
precinct of the First Ward, ac- 
counted a  machine-deliverable 
stronghold, the jury was armed 
with ballots impounded by the 
Government a‘ter the state's evi- 
dence of the ballots in its circum- 
scribed inquiry was stolen.

The collision of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad’s Grecn Diamond 
passenger train and a Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy freight train 
near Litchfield, Ill., in which at 
least 21 persons were injured, was 
under investigation today after 
the engineer of the passenger 
train had said that he saw the 
stop signal “too late.” 

E. J. Christian of Clinton, IL, 
engineer of the two-unit diesel 
passenger engine, told the Post- 
Dispatch: “We were having trou- 
ble of our own,” meaning engine 
trouble. He did not elaborate. 

“T saw the signal too late,” he 
added. “I was going about 75 
miles an hour when I saw it and 
applied the brakes, but it was too 
late.” 

He told the conductor of his 
train that he had “missed my per- 
missive signal,” meaning that he 
did not see the amber warning 
light a mile and a quarter away 
from the interlocking crossing of 
the Illinois Central and the Bur- 
lington. | 


Amber Light Working. 

E. H. Hallmann, superintendent 
of the Springfield division of the 
Illinois Central, in whose territory 
the accident occurred, said the 
“distance signal,” or the amber 
warning light, was working south 
of the crossing when the passen- 
ger train plowed through the first 
car of the freight train. 

Investigation of .the accident 
was being conducted by LIlinois 
Central officials, who said mem- 
bers of the passenger train crew, 
including Christian, Conductor J. 
R. McAboy and Fireman F. L. 
Cothern, all of Clinton, would be 
called for questioning. 


Wreckage of freight and pas- 
senger cars was cleared off: the 
right-of-way today and the Illinois 
Central main line was opened to 
traffic. 


B. & Q. Wreck Laid to Violation 
of ICC Signal Rules. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP)— 
The derailment of a Baltimore & 
Ohio passenger train near Alida, 
Ind., June 30, in which 64 persons 
were injured, occurred because 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
rules for signal indications were 
violated, the ICC reported today. 

An ICC official said the com- 
mission would prosecute the B. 
& O. for violation of the signal 
inspection law. The penalty is 
$100 for each violation, he said. 

The commission said mechani- 
cal failure of switching appara- 
tus caused the train to run on a 
siding instead of remaining on 
the through track. The wayside 
signal displayed “proceed.” 

The ICC pointed out that its 
regulations require such signals 
to be electrically tied in with 
switches so that “proceed” can- 
not be displayed while the switch 
is out of Hne, 


66-Car Freight Train on Erie De- 
railed, 

MEADVILLE, Pa., Aug. 7 (AP) 
~A 66-car Buffalo-Chicago freight 
train of the Erie Railroad was 
wrecked three miles north of here 
today.

Beer-drinking St. Louisans are 
exposed daily to bacteria from 
improperly cleaned glasses in 
many of the city’s taverns but 
there is nothing the City Health 
Division can do about it, George 
F. Reeves, chief of the division's 
‘food control section, said yester- 
day. 

Reeves pointed out that taverns 
are exempt from the operation of 
the clean restaurant ordinance 
unless they serve food also. Under 
ordinances regulating drinking 
establishments, the Health Divi- 
sion must prove sanitation con- 
ditions are so bad as to constitute 
a public nuisance before effec- 
tive action can .be taken, he said. 

“Few taverns employ approved 
methods of glass cleaning,” he 
‘said. “Many bartenders use an 
solution and some 
merely rinse the glasses in water; 
which frequently represents a 
weak solution of beer by the end 
of the day.” 

Reeves would disillusion those 
who believe that alcoholic drinks 
contain sufficient germicidal 
properties to make drinking safe. 
“A 70 per cent solution of alcohol 
—that would be better than 100 
proof—just.gives germs a pleasant 
sense of well-being,” he said.

Property Owners Obtain About 1000 Signa- 
tures in Day—Opponents 
Garner 916. 


Signature-collecting campaigns 
of opposing sides in the contro- 
versy over whether the city should 
have a rent and eviction control 
ordinance were reported today as 
making “splendid progress.”

and Gravois avenue. 


Report From Opponents. 


Sponsors of the opposing drive 
for an initiative petition to force 
a city rent ordinance reported 916 
signatures of registered voters 
were obtained at two booths yes- 
terday and last night. 


One booth, operated by the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America at 
Broadway and Delmar boulevard, 
reported 600 signers; the other, 
operated by the American Veter- 
ans’ Committee .at Grand and 
Washington boulevards last night, 
collected 316. The P.C.A. booth 
was moved today to Sixth street 
and Washington avenue. 

The “firm position” taken by 
the federal area rent control of- 
fice and by local magistrates in 
respect to evictions was praised 
today in a statement by Miss 
Katherine Shryver, executive di- 
rector of the St. Louis P.C.A. or- 
ganization.

5. Desire of the owner to alter 
or remodel for protection of the 
property or to demolish and re- 
build housing accommodations, 

6. Desire .of the landlord to re- 
gain possession of non-house- 
keeping accommodations in the 
landlord’s own home,

Attlee, in his grim and gloomy 
speech, told Britons that his pro- 
gram would mean less food, less 

asoline, less wood for new houses, 
ess goods in the. stores, fewer 
Hollywood movies and longer 
hours of work. He said it en- 
Aailed “limited” labor direction, 
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“some sacrifice” of personal lib- 
erty and Spartan hardship. 


The left wingers were discon- 
tented because the announced re- 
duction in Britain’s armed forces 
would leave more than 1,000,000 
men under arms by next spring— 
far more than the number they 
have been advocating ever since 
they attacked Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s foreign policy last 
November, 


The Conservative opposition 
blasted the Attlee program on the 
ground that it was “too little, too 
late.” They made three specific 
points in their criticism: 


1. They said the Government 
was dealing with the crisis too 
hurriedly, at too late a time. 


2. They said the plan was not 
detailed enough. 


3. They said the Government 
had failed to give the country a 
full statement of the peril it 
faces. 

After Dalton spoke, Winston 
Churchill offered a motion tonight 
to throw out the Labor Govern- 
ment’s 1.equest for almost unlimit- 
ed powers to deal with the eco- 
nomic crisis. 


Among objections from the La- 
bor ranks to Attlee’s speech was 
the complaint that the proposed 
direction of labor applied only to 
those who lose their jobs or now 
are unemployed. Another was that 
the food cuts were made in a 
choice between food or guns, with 
the armed forces getting the 
break, 


The Times, usually pro-Govern- 
ment, said: 

“Tt cannot be said that the 
statement gave assurance that the 
responsibility has yet been met. 
The time for half measures is 
long since past. Severe and un- 
popular remedies are unavoidable. 
Again they are being applied al- 
most too late. Again they are be- 
ing applied with a_  dissidence 
which the nation does not de- 
gerve. Will the outcome again be, 
as without doubt it can be, to 
seize triumph out of disaster? Or 
is this just another delaying ac- 
tion?” 

The Daily Graphic (conserva- 
tive) said the country expected a 
lead and “has not received it.” 

“Mr. Attlee should have issued 
a challenge. Instead he_ has 
crooned a lullaby,” it commented. 


Called “Gambling.” 

The Financial Times contended 
that the Government was “gam- 
bling” on getting back on its eco- 
nomic feet by mid-1948 and ques- 
tioned the wisdom of reducing the 
standard of living in order to 
boost exports for dollar gain. 

Even if production goals are 
achieved, the paper grumbled, 
“the export market may crumble.” 

The Financial Times suggested 


that the Government's announced f 


policy of buying less and selling 
more in world markets might 
touch off another world-wide de- 
pression. 

“When a large importing coun- 
try cuts its purchases abroad,” it 
asserted, “one must be prepared 
for the contingency of a world- 
wide defiationa:y movement.” 

Comment of other newspapers 
included: 

Telegraph (Conservative): 
“There is one big gap in the 
speech, namely the absence of any 
indication what is to happen to 
the Government's nationalization 
program... The first impression 
is that the Government has awak- 
ened at last from rosy dreams and 
is concentrating more of its at- 
tention upon planning for the 
world as it is instead of for some 
imaginary planet.” 

News Chronicle (Liberal): “Att- 
lee has prescribed the stiffest dose 
we have yet had to swallow.

Nationalization Bills Passed. 

Meanwhile, almost unnoticed 
in the preoccupation with the eco- 
nomic crisis, the House of Lords 
quietly passed three key measures 
of the Socialist Government’s pro- 
gram—nationalization of inland 
transport, the agricultural bill and 
the town and country planning 
measure, 

Royal assent was given at once 
and all three became law. 

The transport bill authorized 
expenditure of an estimated $4,- 
250,000,000 for nationalization of 
railways, canal shipping and bus 
and truck lines. 

The agricultural bill requires 
farmers to fit their activities into 
a national production program, 
guarantees prices and markets for 
farm produce and sets up facili- 
ties for Government loans to 
farmers, 

The town and country planning 
bill prohibits changes in the char- 
acter of property, or its improve- 
ment, without Government per- 
creases in value resulting from 
approved improvements must be 
paid to the state. 


Pepper Suggests Increasing Loan 
and Adjusting Its Terms. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
proposed today that the United 
States immediately increase the 
amount of the British loan and 

adjust its terms, 

He said in a statement that the 
loan should be increased “at least 
enough to make up for the 
shrinkage in its buying power in 
the United States due to in- 
creased prices ,.. since the loan 
was made.”

But Government Looks for Domestic De- 
mand to Keep Farm Food Prices 
Up Next Few Months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP) — 
The Agriculture Department said 
today that lack of funds might 
cut down foreign buying of Amer- 
ican goods by the end of the year. 
This buying is said to be one 
of the prime factors keeping food 
prices high. . 


The department said, however, 
that the sharpest reduction in for- 
eign buying would be for non- 
food items and that domestic con- 
sumer demand for food would con- 
tinue strong. It expressed the 
opinion that average prices re- 
ceived by farmers will remain 
high during the next few months, 
Prices will get further support, 
the department said, from a pros- 
pective reduction of about 2 per 
cent in all crops from last year’s 
high level. 


Forecast on Food Products. 


Here is the way the depart- 
™ment’s bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics expects prices of major 
farm and food products to stack 
up the next few months: 


Meat and Livestock—A seasonal 
decline expected in fall, but the 
amount will be “only moderate” if 
consumer incomes stay high. 


Feed Grains—The weather re- 
mains important to price pros- 
pects for corn and other feed 
grains, If it’s favorable through 
the remainder of the growing sea- 
son, prices probably will decline 
this fall and winter, but may aver- 
age higher than last year. 

Dairy Products — Further in- 
creases expected during fall and 
winter, but they are unlikely to 
reach levels of a year ago after 
ceilings were removed. 
| Eggs—A less-than-usual increase 
| expected this fall. 
| Wheat—Prospects for a small 
corn crop are tending to strengthen 
‘prices despite record wheat crop. 


Bakery Flour Price Drops. 
+ (Flour milled for use of com- 


| mercial bakeries dropped 75 cents 
a hundredweight in the Minne- 


ual lowering of prices would in- 
crease buying power but the pros- 
pect is “not encouraging.” It 
noted that “food prices are in- 
creasing” and “rents are due to 
rise somewhat.” 

The AFL publication, Labor’s

1, The production turned out by 
a fully-employed -.America _in- 
creases constantly, because the 
working population expands 500,- 
000 a year and production by one 
man in one hour increases about 
3 per cent. 

2. President Truman’s mid-year 
economic report forecast an in- 
crease of $5,000,000,000 in the an- 
nual rate of national production 
during the second half of 1947. 

3. If this increase is not bought, 
“more than a million jobs will 
probably be lost.” ° 

4. Exports are beginning to 
decline and the nation must de- 
pend even more on consumer buy- 
ing. 

The publication said increased 
buying power may come from 
cashing of veterans’ terminal 
leave bonds and from relaxation 
of federal controls on installment 
buying due by Nov, 1, 


“This may: serve as a shot in- 


the arm to maintain demand, but 
is no foundation for. sustained 
prosperity,” said the AFL. 

The AFL said “we are organ- 
ized to raise wages, but this is 
not enough. We need to organize 
as consumers, in co-operatives 
and credit unions with other con- 
sumers to raise our buying power 
by seeing that wage increases 
are not wiped out by rising prices, 
unreasonable charges for loans 
and mortgages, high costs and 
poor quality in living necessities.” 

The AFL previously has urged 
ité members to organize co-opera- 


tives.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP) — 
The State Department announced 
yesterday that 99 American mili- 
tary aircraft including 89 combat 
planes were sold to Brazil in June 
for $1,194,500.

BASIC PAY BOOST 


President Whitney 
Seek Co-ordination 
With Other 
hoods on Wages. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 7 
The Brotherhood of 
Trainmen plans to seek “immedi- 
ate” basic wage increases, in ad- 
dition to working rule changes, 
President A, F. 
nounced today. 

Whitney said he would appoint 
a committee of five brotherhood 
members to meet with delegates 
from four other railroad employe 
organizations in an attempt to 
co-ordinate demands for pay 
boosts. 

Whitney said he was instructed 
by a meeting of the International 
Association of General Chairmen 
of the BRT “to contact other 
transportation organizations im- 
mediately, advising of our desire 
to press demands for an increase 
in basic daily rates for all men 
employed in train, yard and other 
services.” 

The BRT, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, and Order of Rail- 
way Conductors (all independent) 
ard the AFL Switchmen’s Union 
of North America decided earlier 
this year to ask only for rule 
changes.

Lag in Rail Pay for 3 Decades, 
Says AFL Officer. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 7 (UP)—Wages 
of railway employes have lagged 
behind those paid in comparable 
industries for three decades, an 


AFL official said today. 
The official was George Cucich, 


research director for the railway 
employes department of the Amer- 
ican Federation of La.or. He tes- 
tified before an arbitrdtion board 
hearing the request of 17 non-op- 
erating rail anions for a 20-cent 
hourly wage _ increase. Cucich 
said that a fairly well-balanced 
wage structure was established by 
mid-1920 in the railroad industry, 
but immediately thereafter, “rail- 
road wage rates were drastically 
reduced and did not again gener- 
ally reach the tevel of 1920 until 
just prior to the start of World 
War II.” 

He said that there was no wage 
increase to employes between 
1937 and Senrtember 1941, and that 
the government’s wage stabiliza- 
tion program, based on January 
1941 restricted the adjustment of 
railroad wages during the war. 
Continuance of modified wage con- 
trols in 1946 has extended the dis- 
parity between railroad wages and 
those in other industries into the 
post-war period, he said, 


Union Proposes To End Rail 
Adjustment Board, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7 (AP) 
Abolition of the National Rail- 
road Adjustment Board was 
recommended yesterday by a 
special committee of the national 
convention of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Firemen and Engine- 
men. 

The adjustment board is to the 
railroad industry what the im- 
partial umpire is to other indus- 
tries in settlement of disputes. 
Labor has complained that the 
board has such a large backlog 
of grievance cases that no new 
case can be brought before it with 
hope of settlement in a reason- 
able time. 

The ‘adjustment board was set 
up by federal law. The brother- 
hood recommended the law be 
amended to permit a return to 
direct negotiations between labor 
and the management of the vari- 
ous railroads,

TWO KILLED IN FIGHT TO STOP 
TUJUNGA CANYON BRUSH FIRE 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
Weary fire fighters fought grimly 
today against the still uncontrolled 
Big Tujunga canyon brush fire 
which has killed two men, injured 
or burned about 75 and scorched 
3500 acres of watershed. 

Now in its third day, one branch 
of the fire jumped the southeastern 
rim of big Tujunga and licked 
down toward the town of Tu- 
junga, This constituted the most 
serious threat to homes but water 
lines had been laid between the 
town and the fire five miles or 
more away. The eastern flank of 
the fire was slowly coming under 
control. The northeastern offshoot 
was whipping toward the Condor 
peak area. 

Bulldozers, mobile water pump- 
ers and hand-ax crews fought the 
flames. Helicopters were used to 
take water and supplies to’ semi- 
isolated crews. In at least one in- 
stance a helicopter saved a fire- 
man. Dick Dietzel, who called 
for help by walkie-talkie radio, 
saying he was surrounded by 
flames in stone canyon.

Hartley Group Is Tila 
Union Opposed Pro- 
ducers’ Furnishing 
Sound Tracks. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
Representatives of the movie in- 
dustry told a congressional com- 
mittee investigating Hollywood's 
labor problems yesterday that 
President James C. Petrillo of the 
AFL American Federation of Mu- 
sicians insisted that movie pro- 
ducers agree not to provide sound 
tracks made by AFM members for 
television broadcasts when a new 
contract was negotiated last year. 

Burtn A. Zorn, New York at 
torney who was labor adviser to 
the producers in the contract ne- 
gotiations, testified: 

“The producers were faced 
either with signing or having 
their studios shut down by a 
strike of all studio musicians.” 

Charles Boren, vice president 
of the Motion Pictures Producers’ 
Association, and Fred 8S. Meyer, 
member with Boren of a subcom- 
mittee on the contract negotiation, 
testified similarly. 

“Mr. Petrillo, and only Mr. Pe- 
trillo, was very adamant that no 
contract would be. entered into 
without a restrictive television 
clause,” Meyer told the commit- 
tee, headed by Representative 
Hartley (Rep.), New Jersey, and 
Representative Kearns (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania. 

Boren said that producers 
Nicholas Schenck and Barney 
Balaban, who took part in the ne- 
gotiations, particularly objected to 
the clause but Petrillo declared it 
“a must.” ’ 

“And ‘a must’ doesn’t mean 
‘maybe’ with a union, does it?” 
asked Irving McCann, committee 
counsel. 

“No, sir,” said Boren. 

“Didn't anyone object to the 
clause on the grounds that it 
would be illegal, a conspiracy to 
restrain trade between the states?” 
McCann asked Meyer. 

“Yes,” replied Meyer, “but Pe- 
trillo brushed that objection aside 
by asserting that was something 
for the attorneys to worry about.” 

McCann told the committee that 
the “Section 1” clause prohibited 
movie makers from permitting 
the televising of music sound 
tracks made by union members 
for films. 

“The issue here is whether 
such a contract comes within the 
power of a regular union,” Mc- 
Gann said. 

“Is there any feeling that the 
movie industry down deep likes 
Section 17” Kearns asked Meyer. 

“Quite the contrary,” Meyer re-

BIKINI ‘KING’ VISITS

Atilee’s report yesterday  evi- 
dently was well received here be- 
cause of the way in which it em- 
phasized Britain's intention to sur- 
vive the next few months on its 
own dwindling. resources with a 
minimum of help from the United 
States. 

This was regarded as dovetail- 
ing with the Truman Administra- 
tion’s promise to Congress that 
there will be no further foreign 
financing of a piece-meal basis 
and that the only workable solu- 
tion is to try to promote Euro- 
pean recovery as a whole. 

Officials here are sensitive to 
the fact that this country’s initial 
postwar economic policy for Eu- 
rope was based on a bad miscal- 
culation: That the multi-billion 
dollar credits authorized for the 
British, French and Italians last 
year would be sufficient to get all 
of Europe back on its feet. 

Since events have not turned 
out that way the American Gov- 
ernment has come forward with 
the Marshall program of a Con- 
tinental approach. 

Hence once again the Govern- 
ment is staking its judgment on 
a promise to Congress that this 
time Europe really will be re- 
stored and that further American 
loans for straight-out recovery 
purposes will be unnecessary. 

A second miscalculation in this 
connection—even one concerning 
the ability of the Europeans to 
carry on with what they have un- 
til the new program can become 
effective—might have ‘extremely 
serious results for any future aid 

posals. 
ay eon Modifications Needed. 

The immediate help Britain re- 
quires from the United States in- 
volves only relaxing the Amer- 
ican-British loan agreement to 
permit Britain to conserve its sup- 
ply of dollars. 

A conference probably will open 
next week to consider modifica- 
tions of those provisions under 
which the British now are paying 
out dollars to foreign holders of 
pounds sterling and are conduct- 
ing all their trade with the United 
States on a basis of favoring no 
other country even though larger 
purchases elsewhere could be 
made with other than dollars. 

The feeling of officials in Lon- 
don and in Washington is that 
these terms were written more 
than a year ago to fit circum- 
stances which do not exist today. 

American authorities emphasize 
that the new hardships imposed 
on the British people are consid- 
erable.

Foreign Policy 
Showdown Is

Marshall Said to 
Think War De- 
partment Has Too 
Much Authority.

WASHINGTON, AUG. 7. 
HERE may be a showdown 
T rere soon on who are going to 
make United States foreign 
policy in future—the duly consti- 
tuted civilian authorities or the 
Army and War Department? 

Secretary of State Marshall is 
understood to think the Army and 
War Department now have far 
too much to say about policy 
abroad and that the State De- 
partment has far too little to say. 
He feels so strongly about this, it 
is said, that he may soon ask 
President Truman to tell the mili- 
tary that policy-making is the job 
of civilians, not generals. 

The issue is partitularly acute 
in Germany. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
United States military governor in 
the Reich, is said to have been 
making and carrying out Ameri- 
can policy in Germany pretty 
much on his own, and the War 
Department has backed Clay 
against civilian authorities in 
Washington. 

Clay and the War Department 
frequently don’t even tell the State 
Department what they are doing 
in Germany. They are known to 
have defied the State Department 
on at least a few occasions. 

If Truman backs Marshall, Clay 

probably will be replaced, possibly 
by a civilian high commissioner 
responsible to the State Depart- 
ment,

According to reports reaching.

Not since 1920, when the Demo- 
crats 4ominated James M. Cox 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
San Francisco, has a national con- 
vention of either party been held 
there.

Is Foreign Policy Balance-Wheel 


Eliot Says Board Will Do Away With Hit- 
or-Miss ‘Methods Seldom Co-ordinated — 
He Cites Royall Example.

HE: new National Security Council, established by the so-called 
unification bill just signed by the President, is going to be a big 
help in keeping our foreigng and military policies in some sort 
We have never had such a balance-wheel 


before, though we have long needed one. 


The members of this new 
council, under the immediate di- 
rection of the President, will be 
the Secretary of State, the Sec- 
retary of Defense, the Secretaries 
of the Army, the Navy and the 
Air. Force, and the chairman of 
the National Security Resoyrces 
Board. The duties of the council 
will be to advise the President 
“with respect to the integration 
of domestic, foreign and military 
policies” so as to enable the mili- 
tary services and the various Gov- 
ernment departments to work to- 
gether effectively “in matters in- 
volving the national security,” 
and to “assess and appraise the 
objectives, commnitments and risks 
of the United States in relation 
to our actual and potential mili- 
tary, power” in order to make 
suitable recommendations to the 
President 6n such matters. 


In other words, instead of the 
old hit-or-miss methods, co-ordl- 
nated only by individual consulta- 
tions, by an occasional hurried 
Cabinet meeting, and by such time 
and ‘attention as* an overworked 
President could individually give 
to the job of co-ordination, we 
are going to have a regularly or- 
ganized policy-forming group, with 
a permanent secretariat and with 
legally-defined functions. It should 
be a vast improvement, It might 
ensily make the difference be- 
tween a safely balanced policy and 
another Pearl Harbor. 


There was some hasty last-min- 
ute tinkering with the bill which 
had the unfortunate result of cut- 
ting down the salary of the exec- 
utive secretary of the council from 
$14,000 to $10,000. This is unfor- 
tunate because the job promises to 
be one of ‘extraordinary’ impor- 
tance—as British experience testi- 
fies. No two individuals have had 
greater and more beneficial influ- 
ence on the development of the 
British national defense than the 
two men who have successively 
held the post of secretary of the 
Committee of Imperial Defense— 
Lord Hankey and General Lord 
Ismay. This newly-created job of 
ours is comparable in every way 
to the Hankey-Ismay position in 
Great Britain. It ought to com- 
mand a salary and therefore a 
prestige scarcely less than that of 
a cabinet member ($15,000). An 
amendment to the bill seems to be 
in order for the next Congress: 
and of course, when we get a’ good 
man in the post, it ought to go 
without saying that he should be 
continued in it for a long period 
of time, without being subject to 
automatic change with every 
change of administration. Only 
in this way can continuity of 
policy be obtained. 


Just as a minor but significant 
example of the sort of thing that 
could not happen under the new 
system, but happened all too often 
under the old one, consider the 
visit last week of Secretary of War 


Royall to Berlin. In all good faith, 
Royall told reporters that he knew 
of no American agreement to 
consult with the French before 
making decisions as to raising the 
German level of industry. Now 
such an agreement does in fact 
exist. It is contained in a letter of 
the Secretary of State to the 
French Foreign Minister of July 
18, sent as a result of French pre 
tests over the new and entirely 
tentative American plan for Ger 
man industry. A clear understand- 
ing with the French, and full | 
French co-operation, are vital fac- 
tors in working out the Marshall 
proposals for the reconstruction 
of the European economy. Royall’s 
statement was not well received in 
Paris, as can be imagined. It was 
the subject of a somewhat acid 
statement W@ the French Foreign 
Ministry, asking that it be offi- 
clally contradicted; the headlines 
it made, and the opportunities of- 
fered to the Communist opposi- 
tion, were perhaps its worst ef- 
fects. 

Had the National Security Coun- 
cil existed, such a slip would have 
been impossible, Royall would have 
been -a member of the Council 
The secretariat would have .cir- 
culated to him, as a matter of 
course, a copy of Secretary Mar- 
Shall’s letter. He would have 
known what the score was; in- 
deed, he would probably have 
taken part in discussing the de 
cision which led to the letter being 
sent. A serious embarrassment to 
our government and to the gov- 
ernment of a friendly nation 
would have been avoided. A still 
more serious loss of confidence in 
the consistency of our policy 
among our friends in Europe 
would have likewise been avoided. 
It is a good thing we are setting 
up a National Security Council. 
We ought to have had one long 
ago.

Trustee Guy 
Thompson, reporting that the order would cost 
the Missouri Pacific $9,500,000, has asked the 
ICC to give the railroad six months to decide 
what it is going to do about the order. 

It is true that the Missouri Pacific is in re- 
ceivership and is not paying interest on its 
bonds. Nevertheless, its reorganization has been 
delayed twice in the past seven years because it 
made many millions more out of the war wind- 
fall than it expected to earn. Since the amount 
it is now ordered to spend for the safety of its 
passengers and employes, is but a fraction of 
these war windfall earnings, it does not seem 
unreasonable to expect it to comply and 
promptly. 

Even if the Missouri Pacific—or any other 
railroad—were financially unable to comply with 
the order, we do not see that that is a conclu- 
sive answer to the problem of rail safety. The 
ICC ought to have a definite policy on this 


' score, for the Missouri Pacific's is not likely to 


be the only delaying tactic resorted to. by the 
railroads coming under the June order. 

As the Post-Dispatch said when the order was 
issued: “The ICC has announced that it will con- 
sider petitions to modify the orders or extend 
the time for compliance in the cases of indi- 
vidual railroads. Whether‘its present order is 
an actual accomplishment five years hence will 
depend upon its greeting all such petitions wit 

The ICC's clear duty is to establish minimum 
safety standards which railroads will be required 
to meet. In a rough way, that is what the com- 
mission has made a start at doing. Its June 
order falls far below an acceptable safety stand- 
ard, but it is a short step in the right direction. 

It ordered automatic train control on 27,156 
miles of track when that device is needed and 
still lacking on more than 95,000 miles of track 
over which trains travel at high speed. The 
railroads are at least a quarter-century behind 
time in installing automatic train control. 

The commission ordered manual or automatic 
block signal .systems on 18,586 miles of track, 
although more than 100 years after that indis- 
pensable device became available it is still 
needed and lacking on nearly a third of the na- 
tion's high-speed trackage. 

Surely it is not rushing the railroads to re- 
quire them to install by 1953 two items of safety 
equipment which they should have installed, re- 
spectively, in 1842 and 1922. 

If a railroad is in fact financially able to meet 
these modest orders from the ICC, the com- 
mission should require it to do so without fur- 
ther stalling. 

If it is not, it should be helped to become able, 
or it should not be allowed to operate. Govern- 
ment loans or increases in freight rates or pas- 
senger fares might be indicated. If and when 
they are necessary, it will be money well spent 
by the public. But financial incompetence‘ is 
not a sufficient reason for any railroad to be 
allowed to subject its passengers and employes 
to undue hazards to life and limb. 

When a passenger buys a railroad ticket, he 
does not inquire as to the railroad company’s 
financial position. He pays the price charged 
by the railroads which give their passengers the 
greatest safety protection, and he ought to have 
the protection he pays for. He believes that 
the ICC is enforcing his right to safety in rail- 


.road transportation. The.ICC should make it- 


self worthy of that trust by holding firmly to its 
order, 
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Space for School Cafeterias 
The Board of Education inexcusably wastes 
time making up its mind to permit proper 
inspection of the public school lunchrooms, It 
should stop dallying and authorize the City 
Health Department to make the inspections. And 
it should get on to the real business at hand, 
which is to provide lunchrooms for the two 

thirds of the schools which don’t have them. 
The board has said it can’t add lunchrooms 


now because this would necessitate remodeling 
the schools to provide additional space. ©This 


objection seems to be answered by the fact that ° 


many new schools now being designed call for 
the cafeterias to share space with the audi- 
torium or gymnasium. 

Model schools riow being built in the Maryland 
suburbs of Washington provide for lunchrooms 
to be operated either in the auditorium or the 
gymnasium, High building costs call for the 
best use of space. 

The same considerations prevail in St. Louis. 
The auditorium or gymnasium can be made to 
do double duty in St. Louis just as well as in the 
suburbs of Washington. 

It contributes neither to the health nor the 
moral education of children to prolong a situa- 
tion in which great numbers of them get lunch 
at the corner drugstore or the hole-in-the-wall 
delicatessen, The principal element needed to 
correct this situation is not more floor space 
but more initiative in the public school adminis- 
tration. Where there’s a will, there’s a way. 
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Bills Vital to National Defense 


Congress skedaddled and left as unfinished 
business the universal military service bill and 
other measures far less well known but still 
very important to the nation’s security. Among 
these were proposals calling for urgent defense 
installations in Alaska and Guam and for highly 
important aeronautical research projects in New 
Jersey and in California. 

For instance, this country has been lagging 
behind Britain to such a degree that the Navy 
is reported to have placed an initial order for 
100 turbo-jet engines for its latest type fighter 
planes with Britain’s Rolls-Royce company. Yet 
among defense bills gathering dust is one call- 
ing for $26,750,000 for an airplane turbine lab- 
oratory at Trenton, N.J., where it had been 
planned to erect facilities for basic research on 
turbo-jets. Similarly, research on guided mis- 
siles has been handicapped by failure to take 
up a bill calling for expanded facilities at the 
Point Mugu, Calif., sea test range. 

Many persons interested in national security 


intend to button-hole some of their fence- 
mending — and fence-straddling — Congressmen 
on dodging the military service bill. At the 
same time, they would do well to make some of 
the hot potato jugglers squirm a little more 
with pointed questions on these other bills.

Mississippi Tries Evasion 

Mississippi’s new “white primary” laws, which 
operated in the state elections this week for the 
first time, apparently succeeded in disfranchis- 
ing many Negroes. Although more Negroes had 
paid poll taxes than ever before, the number 
voting was only about the same as in the last 
preceding election, according to the Associated 
Press. 


The new Mississippi laws are a patent effort 
to evade the United States Supreme Court’s 
ruling, in a Texas case of 1944, that Negroes 
cartnot be ‘barred from voting in statutory pri- 
maries. A parallel dodge by South Carolina was 
thrown out in United States District Court at 
Columbia, S.C., last month and there is every 
reason to believe that an honest adjudication 
will do the same for the Mississippi ruse. 


Since the Texas decision, Alabama, Arkansas: 
and Georgia also have tried to legislate them- 


selves out of’complying with the Constitution. 
Among an unsavory set of statutes, Mississippi’s 
is probably the most degrading. It requires can- 
didates for the ballot to declare themselves 
against legislation designed to right wrongs done 
to the Negro race: anti-lynch, anti-poll tax and 
fair employmént practice bills. The candidate 
must also swear allegiance to “the time-honored 
and cherished traditions of the South.” As dis- 
franchisement of the Negro is one of these tradi- 
tions, the statutes just about cover everything. 


For good measure, there is an additional pro- 


viso that the candidate must certify agreement 


with party principles as set forth by the Missis- 
sippi Democratic Exegutive Committee. This 
oppressive rule would make the committee the 
political czar of the state. It could refuse the 
ballot to anyone, black or white, by adopting the 
principle, say, of allowing the vote only to whom 
it chose. 


As the New York Times’ correspondent, Jehn 
N. Popham, wrote, this introduces the danger of 
native fascism in Mississippi through political 
clique control. No dictator could wish for a 
better horse to ride than the one on which the 
“white primary” statutes ensconce the state 
Democratic committee. 


We hope the Mississippi evasion laws will be 
tested promptly, and that, with the Texas and 
South Carolina failures also before them, the 
Southern states will be brought to the conclusion 
that the only thing to do about a Supreme Court 
decision is to obey it. 
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Gov. Dewey Speaks Out 

»Let it never be said of Gov. Dewey that he 
is afraid to accept a challenge. Blunt-talking 
Senator Taft said the other day that public af- 
fairs should be fully discussed by Republicans. 
He was, of course, referring to the cautious bit 
of slue-footing done by the New York Gover- 
nor in his recent “nonpolitical” trip around the 
country. . ; 

So, at Albany, 
he unlimbered his beautiful baritone voice and 
made a public statement about one Of-the fun- 
damental issues before the country. .We refer 
to labor.

It will no doubt be 
followed by other daring utterances, in which 
Mr. Dewey will come out for emancipation of 
the slaves, the gold standard, freedom for the 
Philippines, woman suffrage, popular election 
of Senators and repeal of prohibition. 
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A Courageous Governor 

Gov. Cherry of North Carolina is to be warmly 
commended for the courage and the high sense 
of public office which he is displaying in his 
effort to have the would-be lynchers of Godwin 
Bush brought to justice. 

The. Northampton county grand jury which 
whitewashed the case against the seven defend- 
ants was shamelessly false to its duty. Gov. 
Cherry has reopened the investigation and or- 
dered a Superior Court judge to try the defend- 
ants in an adjoining county. 


The Governor is correct when he says the 
dereliction of the grand jury reflects discredit 
on North Carolina. The law has been flouted 
by men who regarded themselves as above it, 
grand jurors equally with the would-be lynchers. 

Gov. Thurmond of South Carolina and the 
presiding judge and prosecutors discharged their 
duties conscientiously in the Willie Earle lynch- 
ing at Greenville three months ago. There, as 
in the present case, justice was frustrated by the 
refusal of a jury—in that case a trial jury—to 
do its plain duty. 


With the determination and initiative which 
Gov. Cherry is showing, it may be possible to 
send a mobster to prison and thus discourage 
future mobs. One practical measure would be 
to drop the kidnaping charge, which carries a 
mandatory life sentence in North Carolina—a 
penalty so harsh that it almost certainly would 
cause acquittal. A less severe judgment might 
be obtained and would serve as an object lesson 
just as effectively. 
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No Threat at All 


Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk now explains 
that Czechoslovakia was not forced at all by 
Soviet pressure to withdraw its acceptance to 
participate in the Marshall plan—not at all. 
He says: 

When leading Soviet statesmen called at- 
tention to the fact that our Governnfent’s 
intentions would be construed as a change 
in policy, we said wholeheartedly we natu- 
rally understood that and could not accept 
responsibility for causing it. Any talk of 
threats or of an ultimatum against Czecho- 
slovakia is silly.

With rightists and leftists both claiming to be “liberals,” confusion 
over term is growing, writer says; offers 10-point program for 
identifying liberal belief; his first tenet is that “the wisdom of the 
ordinary man is still superior to any government by goose step.”

What is a liberal, anyway? Jidging 
from the wide variety of organizations 
and people who lay claim to the label, one 
might think it is the verbal “Anyface.” 


The National Association of Manufac- 
turers a few months ago proclaimed it 
was about to become “liberalized.” In 
recent years the Communists, too, have 
shown a new reverence for the term “lib- 
eral.” But I have yet to learn that the 
N.A.M. and the Communist party have 


stood, but rather that many people would 
like to have you mistake them for lib- 
erals. The compliment to liberalism is 
real; but so is the resulting confusion. 


Yet thousands of Americans, resisting 
overtures from both the extreme right and 
extreme left, are recognizing the need for 
an independent liberal movement. They 
have found surprisingly wide agreement 
among themselves about the premises of 
liberal belief, 


Not Utopia Unlimited 


I think the basic articles are clear. 
None of us can offer a blueprint for 
Utopia Unlimited. But these underlying 
principles offer, in my judgment, the plat- 
form on which liberals in our time must 
stand: 


(1) The wisdom of the ordinary man Is 
still superior to any doctrine of govern- 
ment by goose step. The Four Freedoms 
offer to the people of the world a credo 
more dramatic than any totalitarian ritual, 


(2) Liberals emphatically reject the no- 
tion that there is a fatal contradiction 
between planning and freedom. In fact, 
they are inseparable. In a society as 
complex as ours, neither the benevolence 
of Big Business, Big Labor and Big Agri- 
culture nor the gospel of Adam Smith can 
enable us to live happily ever after. 


(3) Accepting the premise that govern- 
ment must assume responsibility for regu- 
lating wide areas of our economic life, we 
must resolutely seek a substantial rise in 
our standards of living rather than simply 
construct a floor under misery. 


At this point, we sharply part company 
with those who believe government activ- 
ity in such fields as health, housing and 
education must be a “charity” enterprise. 
A dole in any form affords little basis 
for the maximum realization of human 
potentialities. 

(4) We reject any double standard of 
political morality. Neither the existence 
of a poll tax in South Carolina nor an 
election fraud in Kansas City “justifies” 
a concentration camp in Eastern Europe; 
conversely, the most flagrant repression 
abroad offers us no excuse for piously 
ignoring a lynching at home. 


Power in Journalism 


(5) Concentration of power is no less 
menacing in the realm of ideas than in 
our economic structure. If we truly be- 
lieve that democracy thrives, in Justice 
Holmes’ phrase, amid the free competition 
of ideas in an open market place, then 
that competition must be authentic. The 
growing power wielded by tightly knit 
groups in journalism and other areas is 
a grave threat to democratic vitality. 


The cure is obviously a difficult one. 
This, though, is certain: it cannot be 
imposed from the top, by government. 


(6) We reject the narrow nationalism 
that would deny our country’s role as 
refuge to the oppressed of other nations. 
The greatness of America derives from 
the merging of peoples of many creeds 
and nationalities, 


(7) We insist that individuals and groups 
functioning in the democratic arena can- 
not cherish hidden loyalties and lead polit- 
ical double lives. This applies with equal 
force to business men who have partici- 
pated in international cartels run from 
Berlin and to American Communists whose 
shrine is the Kremlin, 


An Ominous Retreat 


(8) Our belief in the resilience of democ- 
racy is strong enough to insist that our 
society can withstand totalitarian attacks 
without imitating totalitarian methods, 


We favor continual exposure of anti- 
democratic forces, whether they operate 
on the extreme right or extreme left. But 
democratic survival cannot be guaranteed 
by witch hunts, hysteria and suppression. 
Freedom is still most meaningful when 
it is freedom for the thought we despise. 


The reckless assaults committed by the 
House Un-American Activities Committee 
have obscured the real issues. The in- 
adequate safeguards set forth in the “loy- 
alty order” for Government employes and 
the Rees bill represent an ominous retreat, 


(9) The chance of ultimate world stabil- 
ization hinges primarily on the achieve- 
ment of a new deal for the desperate, 
disillusioned peoples of Europe. 


The Marshall plan offers the essential 
basis for world reconstruction, We are 
for it. Those nations that refuse to par- 
ticipate in this program seem to us no 
less guilty of blind isolationism than the 
Col. McCormicks of our own country, 


(10) Our internationalism rests ultimate- 
ly on the conviction that millions of men 
and women throughout the world deeply 
prize democratic values. There is no Amer- 
ican monopoly on those ideals. 


It is our task to nourish and strengthen 
genuinely democratic forces wherever they 
stand forth. In the final analysis the 
strength of the United Nations rests on 
the solidarity of people of all nations who 
yearn for a free and united world,

The foregoing and 14 similar experiments 
indicate how rumors grow and change. In 
many tests the person actually viewing the 
picture made serious errors describing it. 
Any lawyer who has cross-examined an 
eye-witness who changed his story three 
or four times, finally saying “I can’t re- 
member,” can appreciate the distortion to 
which rumors that pass through many 
tellings are subject. 

The authors present a tabular analysis 
of 1000 wartime rumors analyzed in news- 
papers conducting “rumor clinics.” Very 
few were found to have been planted by 
enemy agents or propaganda. Most were 
spread because of the inner desires of the 
rumor-mongers’ personalities, 


Allport was chairman of. psychology at 
Harvard until this year. Postman was a 
Harvard psychology instructor and will be 
an assistant professor at Indiana Univer- 
sity this fall. Both are well qualified to 
deal with rumors, but they fall into a com- 
mon trap of their profession.

The analysis comes down to this: Per 
sons spreading rumors tend to omit facts 
they cgnsider unimportant, exaggerate 
facts they consider important and change 
facts that do not seem to them to fit the 
story. , 

Although it would hardly seem necessary 
to conduct experiments and to write a 225- 
page book to prove such obvious points, 
the work is not in vain. Their illustrations 
tend to develop an extreme caution in read- 
ers now subject to a bombardment of ru- 
mors by word of mouth and even im news- 
papers and radio broadcasts. 


The authors develop a 60-point test for 
determining whether a rumor is fact or 
gossip. Anyohe who has read the book 
hardly needs to go through all 60'to de- 
cide that a particular rumor is false. He'll 
be inclined to doubt even the things he

Air Force Day in Moscow 


by coincidence, fell close to the day on which we in this country 


T:- had an Air Force day in the Soviet Union recently which, 


paraded our airpower. Pravda boastfully proclaimed that Russia 
had pioneered the theory of jet propulsion and hinted that the 
Soviet Union was far in the lead in the new super-speed qircraft. 


This last may be no idle boast. 
It is a suspicion which top Unit- 
ed States Air Force officers have 
long held. 

On Moscow's Air Force day, the 
public was told for the first time 
about new types of jét planes de- 
veloped, so it was claimed in 
Pravda, by Russian designers. 
The belief in informed quarters 
here is that the real credit must 
go to German designers and tech- 
nicians who were taken as pert of 
the spoils of war. 

While the formal unveiling of 
the new Russian jet models took 
place only the other day, our own 
military planners have known for 
some time about certain of the 
more spectacular Soviet achieve- 
ments. 


The Experimental Stage. 


Most startling and most hush- 

hush of all is a Russian jet bomber 
with a range of 800 miles. This is 
believed to exceed anything yet 
developed in this country. It may 
even be an advance over United 
States jet types that are still in 
the experimental constrjiction 
stage. 
For the coming fiscal year, Con- 
gress appropriated funds for 1700 
planes for both the Navy and the 
Army air forces. This was a con- 
siderable advance over the amount 
requested by the Bureau of the 
Budget. For aviation research, 
Congress granted $145,000,000 for 
the A.A.F. and $75,000,000 for the 
Navy, which were the amounts 
requested in the budget. 

This must be compared, how- 
ever, ‘with the minimum set in 
1945 by the air co-ordinating com- 
mittee. The committee, made up 
of represcntatives of all Govern- 
ment departments with an_inter- 
est in aviation, found that to 
maintain an aircraft industry suf- 
ficient for notional security a 
minimum of 3000 planes a year 
should be manufactured, 


Paging a Psychiatrist. 


Moreover, this was the mini- 
mum after peace should be se- 
cured throughout the world and 
some degree of disarmament 
achieved. Anyone who thinks we 
have arrived at that state today 
had better see a good psychiatrist. 

The gap between 1700 planes 
and 3000 is a big one. The figure 


development on new types which 
would make it possible to go into 
quick production of those types 
in the event of a war.

Pearl Harbor Desperation. 


This was precisely the desperate 
lack we faced after Pearl Harbor.

Bombers powered with four jets 
are being produced by the North 
American and Consolidated com- 
panies. Martin and Boeing are 
working on six-jet bombers. 
Northrop is engaged in powering 
the famous flying wing with jets. 


‘Parasite’ Plane. 


Only one type of jet fighter— 
the P-80—is in present use in 
U.S.A.A.F. squadrons, We have 
lagged considerably behind in this 
field. Two new types, the P-81 and 
the P-85, are in experimental con- 
struction. 

The new super-sonic planes get 
into the Buck Rogers range. Bell 
Aircraft is constructing the X-S1 
and the X-S2. The X-S1 has been 
flown experimentally, It is a smal! 

iloted plane carried in a B-29 
Somber and released at 30,000 feet, 


The X-S1 carries rockets as of- 
fensive weapons, Its flying time is 
so short, however, that it must still 
be considered as merely a tool for 
experiment. 

All this has the quality of a 
newsreel that is somehow familiar. 
In the pre-1939 days, the Russians 
paraded giant guns and masses of 
troops through Red Square. The

The British Tories Seek a Coalition 


LONDON. 


S the Government of Prime Minister Clement Attlee enters its 
third year, the strategy of the Tory opposition may be said to 


have defined itself with considerable precision. 


The country 


is in a very difficult economic position. 


This autumn and next winter 
are likely to be the gravest period 
it will encounter. Dollars are rap- 
idly running out; there is a short- 
age of manpow- 
er; all vital ma- 
terials food, 
coal, timber, 
steel — are in * 
short supply. ~ 
The situation 
calls for drastic 
cuts in imports, 
and few of them 
are likely to be 
popular. 

Though many ' 
measures of the "i ) 
Government Shinwell 
have looked to 
mitigation of immediate hard- 
ships, its long-term measures in 
housing and coal, in transport and 
electricity and in socialization of 
medicine and the great Griffiths 
act in the field of social insur- 
ance are not likely to have obvi- 
ous and measurable results for a 
considerable time. 


Tory Commiseration. 


The next nine to 12 months are 
therefore likely to be the most 
critical the Labor Government 
will face; after that it will move 
into smoother waters. The major 
purpose of the Tories, therefore, 
must be to seek creation of an 
atmosphere like that out of which 
the Coalition Government of 1931 
emerged. 

All the lines upon which its 
propaganda proceéds seem to con- 
verge upon this end. There is 
daily commiseration with the 
people for its unnecessary suf- 
ferings, partly blamed on doctri- 
naire impracticality of the Gov- 
ernment and partly on inefficient 
administration.

Fur-coated 
ladies descend from their cars at 
meetings of a curious body known 
as the Housewives League, which 
loudly expresses its sympathy for 
queues which would of course dis- 
appear at once if only the Tories 
were restored to office. 


The Wailing Wall. 


There are the daily prophecies 
in all Tory papers that this coun- 
try is “ruined,” a chorus so loud 
that its echoes are heard abroad 
and evoke widespread foreign 
sympathies for the woe and suf- 
fering of the British. And these 
are, of course, reprinted with a 
flourish as proof that observers 
abroad all think that our day as 
a great power is done. 

And there are recollections of 
Winston Churchill’s election cam- 
paign. The Government is the 
“creature” of the trade unions, 

Arthur Horner, Communist sec- 
retary of the Mine Workers Fed- 
eration, is termed the “real” boss 
of the country. The number of un- 
official strikes (far fewer than in 
1919) is said to show that trade 
union leaders have lost confidence 
in their men. Wages increase out 
of all proportion to skill and ef- 


incentive to work hard; the lack 
of Consumer goods means that we 
are on the verge of inflation, if 
indeed it has not already come 
grimly concealed behind the super- 
ficial appearance of internal equi- 
librium, 

That is the first great theme— 
the great days of the country are 
over; it has been ruined by Social- 
ist mismanagement, 


Patronage Spurned. 


The second is an attempt to 
evoke a conviction that the Min- 
isters, especially in nationalized 


industries, are using their powers 


of appointment not to secure effi- 
cient managers but to reward 
their political friends. It is, of 
course, the simple truth that 
astonishingly few Labor men have 
been appointed to any non-politi- 
cal offices, and Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin has probably gravely 
handicapped himself by relying on 
British diplomats abroad whose 
sympathies are obviously with the 
old order. 

And it is particularly worth not- 
ing that where, in nationalizing 
the mines, Mr. Shinwell gave the 
power of appointment to the Na- 
tional Coal Board, he was angrily 
attacked for not assuming respon- 
sibility for appointments so that 
they could be discussed in Com- 
mons, If, that is, the Minister 
makes appointments, it is jobbery; 
if he devolves the duty elsewhere, 
he is evading the risk of criticism. 
The point is that whatever he 
does, he is corrupt and inefficient. 


Cries of the Press. | 


And of course public liberty is 
in danger. A royal commission is 
inquiring into the press. News- 
print has been cut and we shall 
have for some time two pages 
less in all the journals. This is 
because the Government is afraid 
of criticism; if it could, it would 
like to shut down the press alto- 
gether. 

And finally, there is the persist- 
ent whisper of coalition. We are

CINCINNATI, Aug. 7—After six 
straight victories, the Cardinal 
team which picked up five games 
on the Brooklyn Dodgers in six 
days began to appear as an in- 
spired, machine-like group that 
believes it can win another pen- 
nant. 
Typical of this better style of 
play was the Cardinals’ triumph 
over the Reds at Crosley Field 
last night. Cincinnati had an un- 
commonly effective pitcher in 
Johriny Vander Meer. The Reds 
scored the first run of the game. 
There was nothing left to do but 
increase the pressure and hope for 
a break. The pressure went up 
and the Reds’ defense cracked; 
Cardinals runs poured over the 
plate and Murry Dickson came off 

a winner, 6 to 3, 
Long Hits Help Crack Vandy. 
In the earlier innings of the 
game, Vander Meer was the bet- 
ter hurler, And when he was

‘forced out of the game for a sub- 


stitute batter in the seventh in- 
ning, he had allowed only four 


| hits—but he was losing the game, 


5 to 1. 

Every one of Cincinnati's three 
errors contributed to the St. Louis 
run total, . 


Home runs by Stan Musial and 
Terry Moore, Whitey Kurowski’s 
double, Del Wilber’s single and a 
double steal by Kurowski and 
Slaughter all added up to an op- 
portune attack on Vander Meer.

Just to prove that he was right, 
Dickson disposed of the next 
three hatters in this fashion: A 
tap to the pitcher, a strikeout, and 
a second strikeout, Both those lat- 
er hitters went down swinging 
and missing a 3-2 pitch, in each 
case a sharp breaking curve ball. 

But it wasn’t a one-man show. 
Some of the fielding plays made 
by Dickson's mates were as bril- 
liant as the fans at Crosley Field 
have seen all year.

GOSHEN, N. Y., Aug. 7 (AP)— 
Around the race track, they used 
to say, “money can't buy a 
champ.” 

As a result of the Derby doings 
this year-—running and trotting 
both—there is now a slight switch 
im the old gag. 

It now reads: 

“Money can't buy a champ—but 
it helps.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth (Arden) Graham, 
the lipstick princess, has been 
tossing her cgsmetics coin around 
the running horse sales in large 
chunks for several s@asons now. 
And this year she finally got the 
necklace of roses in Kentucky 
with Jet Pilot, a little number 
for whom she'd laid a mere $41,- 
000 on the line. 

Yesterday, in the trotters’ derby 
—the Hambletonian—Mr. and Mrs. 
James B. Johnson, who breed the 
sulky-pullers on their Lexington 
(Ky.) farm and show horses on 
their Rochester (Mich.) acres, 
came up with Hoot Mon, who'd 
only cost them $50,000 a year ago, 
as their hope to finally bring 
their colors home. 


Also Swiftest F-ver. 


Hoot Mon was the highest- 
priced gee-gee ever to run in a 
Hambiletonian. And he not only 
meandered home in front of the 
Dixie flyer, red hot Rodney, in 
two out of three heats, but he 
ran the fastest Hambletonian of 
them all—a mile in two minutes 
flat—to do it. It wasn't only a 


Hambletonian record, in fact, but | 


equaled Greyhound’s mark for the 
fastest time ever posted in a race 
in all trotting history. 
With’ that sizzler 
this twenty-second corn-tassel 
hustie turned out to be the rec- 
ord-settingest one of all the 22 
in the books. A new attendance 
high of 18,333 folks was chalked 
up at Bill Cane’s Good Time track, 
and they shoveled $151,907 into 
the mutuels on the Hambletonian 
alone and $336,024 on the 16-race 
“endurance contest” program for 
a couple more new all-time top- 


pers. 
The hayseed scramble is getting 
so big now, in fact, that if it 
keeps up Smilin’ Bill is going to 
have to spread his kite-shaped 
layout farther around the Orange 
county hills, and Goshen, which 
finds it a little tight trying to 
squeeze an extra 18,000 boys and 
girls into the same space that 
3000 usually fit just nicely, prob- 
ably is going to have to find an 
annex on Hambletonian day. 


73 Persons Hurt. 


Yesterday, they were practical- 
ly hanging from the rafters at 
Good Time: Cane built temporary 
bleachers up near the head of the 
stretch to seat 2366 customers. 
And three sections of these— 
holding 546 seats—collapsed and 
crashed to the ground, injuring 73 
fans, two of them seriously. 

Mr. Webster says “Hoot Mon” is 
a Scotch term expressing incre- 
dulity. And some of the 18,333 
folks who saw the Johnson sizzler 
set fire to the track, still didn’t be- 
lieve it today. Whipped soundly by 
the giant Rodney in the first heat, 
beaten off in one bid after three- 
quarters of the second mile, Hoot 
Mon picked himself up off the 
floor and threw his Sunday punch 
twice to grab the $24,976.86 win- 
ner’s end and pay $7.50 for $2 and 
$4.30 for $2 for his two trips. 

He did the running, of course, 
but he had a whole ict of help 
from old Sep Palin, the Indian- 
apolis wizard of the trotting horses 
who was doing the driving, just as 
Jet Pilat got the perfect ride from 
Eric Guerin, the Bayou booter, 
down in the blue grass last May. 

With Rodney out there winging 
by himself, Old Sep probably 
realized he had no chance in the 
opener, so Rodney rolled home by 
two lengths in 2:01 2-5—up to then 
the second fastest Hambletonian 
ever trotted—and paid a favorite’s 
$3.10. 

Rodney Looked Like “It.” 


He looked like so much the good 
thing practically everyone had 
predicted he was in advance, that 
the “contributors” backed him all 
the way down to 1 to 5 in the sec- 
ond heat, And for three quarters 
of a mile, as he took off in front, 
it looked like money in the bank. 

Then Old Sep. who had taken 
Hoot Mon back instead of letting 
him break his heart running at 
Rodney down the second of the 
three straightaways, set the son 
of Scotland down and gave him 
the green light. If he'd gone any 
faster up that stretch, he'd have 
needed an airplane license, as he 
fairly flew past Rodney and hung 
his head on the wire in 2:00—more 
than a second quicker than the 
2:01% Hambletonian record Holly- 
rood Dennis had written into the 
books 15 years ago. 

And in the last heat, Old Sep 
really crossed the boys. First off, 
he had Hoot Mon's entry-mate, 
Volotone, take the pace away from 
Rodney after a quarter of a mile 
to hurry along the horses, already 
tired from the two previous scorch- 
ers, while he kept Hoot Mon well 
back. Then, after half-a-mile, he 
let Hoot Mon out in one big surge 
to whiz around the field and waltz 
home in 2:011-5, while Rodney 
chased him in.

United States District Judge 
James W. Morris overruled a Gov- 
ernment attempt to introduce the 
Constitution of the Communist 
party into evidence to show the 
world-wide ties of the Commu- 
nists Morris held that the consti- 
tution issue was “incidental.” 

The Government asserted in the 
trial that Hisler once spent almost 
two years in the United States 
before the war in an attempt to 
prod American Communists into 
following the Moscow-directed 
party line. Eisler denied that. 

Eisler said he was here only to 
smuggle help from American Com- 
munists to anti-Nazis, engaged in 
an underground fight against Hit- 
ler in Germany.

Petkov Implies Frame-Up by 
Government — Says He 
Wanted to Rouse People. 


SOFTA, Aug. 7 (UP) — Nikola 
Petkov, opposition political leader, 
pleaded not guilty yesterday to 
treason charges and implied that 
his prosecution by the Communist 
Government was a frame-up. 

He denied that he had tried to 
sabotage the Government, denied 
that he, had sought foreign aid to 


overthrow it, and denied that he) 


hoped to assume power with an 
anti-Communist government. 
Questioned by the court about 
attacks on the Government in his 
newspaper, Petkov replied: 
“T wanted to rouse the people 


to fight the (Communist-dominat- 
ed) Fatherland Front at the ballot 
box.” 


Petkov appeared prepared to 
uphold his family tradition for po- 
litical bravery against its enemies. 
His father was assassinated in 
1908 as premier, his brother, Pet- 
ko, was shot down in a Sofia 
street in 1925. 


Petkov had sat silent while two 
co-defendants pleaded guilty and 
tried to implicate him in an anti- 
Government plot. 


A diabetic and suffering general 
ill-health, Petkov walked unstead- 
ily to the dock, his legs and arms 
shaking visibly. But he spoke 
firmly, occasionally shaking a 
finger at his judge in the swelter- 
ing courtroom, crowded by Com- 
munists, from which American 
and British official observers had 


been barred, 

Petkov said one of his alleged 
co-conspirators, Dimiter Ivanov, 
was a minor clerk of his Agrarian 
National Union, and that he never 
instructed Ivanov to sabotage the 
Government or talked to him 
about the possibility of foreign aid. 


He said he did not even know 
another co-defendant, Col. Boris 
yergov, alleged to be a leader in 
an Army conspiracy to put him 
in power. He said he met another

past experience. Our two 

children are ages 9 and 

11, In the 10 months 

since my divorce two 


men have wanted to 
marry me. One is a man 
I have known for years, 
an old family friend. He 
is 14 years my senior, is 
steady, a good provider 
ood to my children. But 
they can’t stand him, and show it plainly, to my embarrass- 
ment, The other man is my age, has a good job with a splendid 
future. We are congenial, but he is jealous of my first husband, 
even jealous of my children, though he swears he loves me and 
constantly urges me to marry him. All the years of my married 
life I worked to help out. The job, plus the children and house- 
work were enough, but the worry of my husband's conduct 
almost gave me a break-down, The doctor says I must take 
a rest. But how am I to manage that? My mother also urges 
it. She thinks, too, that I should marry one of these men, and 
soon. I can’t make up my mind. At one time I loved my 
husband very much, but think that feeling has completely 
gone. I know I’m not in love with either of these men, but 
either would spell security to me. What do you think I should 
co? * UNDECIDED, 


If you don’t love either of these men, you would be very 
shortsighted indeed to marry one of them, merely for the sake 
of what might prove only temporary security. Such a marriage 
probably would not last. It would not be fair to either you or 
the man. Nor would it be fair to your children to marry, on 
the one hand, a man they don’t even like; or on the other hand, 
one who is jealous of them and probably would be unable to be 
just in his treatment of them because of this.

Their Return to .'Little Tokyo’ Fails to Set Off Race Riots —Less

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 7. 
APANESE - AMERICANS in 
J southern California have 
dropped the Japanese and 
emerged as Americans, They paid 
a high price for the. privilege— 
many of the girls waited out the 
war in internment camps; most of 
the boys fought in Italy and the 
Pacific—but today they can iden- 
tify themselves as Amerfcans with 
other children of foreign-born par- 
ents. 
. Unexpectedly, In view of the tra- 
ditiona] bitterness against all Jap- 
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anese- in California, this attitude’ 


is being accepted by many Cauca- 
sians who insisted that every Jap- 
anese should be evacuated from 
the Pacific coast in the spring of 
1942, Today the most frequent 
explanation of this forced evacua- 
tion by the Army is: “We did it 
for their own protection.” 


I talked with dozens of Nisei 
(second-generation Japanese) in 
Little Tokyo, the heart of the Los 
Angeles .county colony of 23,000, 
still the largest in the country. 
This overcrowded square mile in 
the shadow of the gleaming Civic 
Center has become an interracial 
community. Returned Japanese 
are living side by side with Ne- 
groes from the deep South, who 
came to work .n the war plants 
and stayed because California 
meant new freedom for them. 


These Nisei were almost uni- 
formly optimistic about the future. 
John Aiso, an attorney who served 
in Army intelligence with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, finds the 
California courts. more friendly 
than before the war. 

Molly Oyama, who writes a col- 
umn for the local “Raful Shimpo,” 
is happy over the reception her 
8-year-old son was given by his 
schoolmates “after they got over 
the shock of having a Japanese 
at the next desk.” - 

“Walter Nakashima, who served 
with the 442d in Italy and heads 
the Los Angeles Niesi Veterans 
Association, finds Nisei encounter 
less discrimination today in seek- 
ing jobs than they did before 
Pearl Harbor. 

Nisei girls who came out of 
camps into the postwar world are 
doing well, competently contra- 
dicting the old idea that women 
of Oriental descent cannot fend 
for themselves, Before the war, 
when the influence of their for- 
eign-born parents was uch 
stronger, they were almost Willing 


to live within the mental walls of 
the East First Street ghetto. They 
never even thought of applying 
for the jobs they are holding to- 

day. 
“An ex-Wac, Margie Fukuoka, 
works in the Los Angeles county 
child-replacement bureau. Kay 
Kumai, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, at Los Angeles, is the Nisei 
pioneer in the city schools. She

grammar school. Mary Kitano is 
proud to be the first Nisei on a 
metropolitan daily; she works in 
the library at “The Daily News.” 
Hana Uno, with three brothers in 
the Army and one in the Navy, is 
employed by the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue, One of her ex-G.I. 
brothers, Stanley, is the first Nisei 
member of the Los Angeles police 
force. 

One court case has come up 
which the Nisei fear will weaken 
their standing, no matter what its 
outcome. A 26-year-old man, To- 
moka Kawakita, born in Calexico, 
Calif, has been indicted on a 
treason charge after being identi-

Dr. Kingsley is direc- 
tor of Pilgrim House, Little To- 
kyo’s best example of successful 
co-operation between the two 
major races in the district. 
Pilgrim House, formerly the 
Japanese Union Church, is used by 
the united Protestant group for 
Sunday services. During the week 
the house functions as a day nurs- 
ery, public library and Scout troop 
headquarters. Because the war- 
time playground was lost to a 
commercial company needing a 
parking lot, Pilgrim House's ener- 
getic assistant director, Catherine 
L. Steifel, collects her charges and 
takes them to the nearest city 
playground. Negro, Japanese, Mex- 
ican and Caucasian children use 
the center, and Miss Steifel goes

Costs 
are at a minimum, $5 a week for 
the dormitory and $6.50 for two- 
bed quarters. An additional $5 
covers food. 

All housework is shared, under 
the competent direction of Mrs. 
Kei Naganori, Japanese - born 
house mother who came to the 
United States after being gradu- 
ated from a mission school to 
work with the Home Missionary 
Society.

HE manor is spacious and 

spotiess; its only fault is its 

limited size. It can accommo- 
date only 20 girls. Here live such 
divergent workers as Esther Healt, 
Caucasian, who guides garden 
groups; Louise Williams, Negro, 
who teaches school in the daytime 
and studies music at night: Alice 
Ono, Nisei, a secretary at the 
Board of Edtication, and Lucy 
Aoki, who is studying to be a 
court reporter. 

All girls accepted for the manor 
must not only pass Y.M.C.A. stand- 
ards but meet the approval of the 
other girls. Magnolia recently 
celebrated its first birthday with 
a one-candle cake, 

One of the great lessons the 
Nisei learned in the war was the 
value of organization, and their 
strengthened Japanese-American 
Citizen’s League is the answer. 
The J.AC.L. has 90 chapters 
throughout the United States and 
an office in Tokyo to serve the 
10,000 Nisei stranded in Japan by 
the war who have requested re- 
patriation to the United States.

T often happens that a child 

who has gone to bed cheer- 

fully, who never has skown 
fear before, begins crying at bed- 
time ‘and demands a light in his 
room. He fears the dark. 

‘Be gentle with this child, for 
he is truly afraid. What causes 
his fear I do not know. But I 
have a notion that it is the ghost 
of an ancient fear, one that beset 
that has risen 
within him. We are all afraid 
of the dark and only our training 
and sense of duty keep that fear 
under control. We should be very 
patient, kind and gentle with any 


' ¢hild, or with anyone else, who 


fears the dark, 
x «* * 


TRY TO MAKE this child’s eve- 
ning hour a happy one. Tell him 
a happy story, sing him a lovely 
song, bathe him gently, and put 
him to bed with affectionate care. 
Then leave him-a light. Don’t 
make any remarks about it; just 
leave it and he soon will be 
asleep. 


Many parents—anxious to de- 
stroy the fear, anxious to help 
the child overcome it, to be free 
of its weight—proceed to disci- 
pline him, punish him by threats, 
scoldings and spankings. That 
way is disastrous. It increases 
the child’s fear and makes the 
task of destroying it all the more 
difficult. Be gentle and begin 
teaching the child—without al- 
Sowing him to see that you are 


trying to kill fear—the beauty of 
the dark, 
* * * 

NEVER LEAVE HIM alone in 
the dark but go with him and talk 
cheerfully about happy things. 
Take him outdoors on fine nights 
and show him the stars, the moon, 
and the shadows they make. Tell 
him how the darkness comforts 
and protects the little creatures 
—including little children — and 
avoid always any discussion of 
his fear. unless he mentions it. 
Then talk to him about the beauty 
of the night and what it does for 
all living, growing things. 


This fear of the dark is common 
to most children sometime during 
their early years. If it is not ac- 
cented by punishment, it fades un- 
der the power of experience and 
right handling. In time he will 
not need nor wanf the night light. 
We have found that putting the 
light on the bed, where the child 
can turn it off and on as he pleases, 
shortens the time of his need for 
it. At first it is fun to turn it on 
and off and he does so over and 
over. Say nothing about it. Soon 
he tires of that game and uses 
the light as he needs it. 


There is no moral: side to a 
child’s demand for a night light, 
so we need make no issue of it. 
But we have a duty to the fright- 
ened child and it is best dis- 
charged in kindness. Let him 
have the light.

Removing and Reptacing a Toilet 
Bowl. 


R time. Like starting a war. you 
should have a good reason, like 
putting down a new floor or clear- 
ing a bad stoppage. Anyway, if 
it has to be done and there isn’t 
a plumber handy, here’s how you 
go about it. 


Get all the water out of the 
bowl and disconnect it from the 
flush tank. The bow! is held to 
the floor with bolts and nuts and 


EMOVING a toilet bowl isn’t 


the nuts may be covered with 


porcelain caps. These are held on 
with putty so tap them gently 
with something soft and they’ll 
come loose. Remove the nuts and 
then jar the bow! slightly with the 
hands to break the putty seal be- 
tween the bowl and the pipe. Re- 
move the bowl and clean off the 
old putty from bowl and pipe. 


Cover up the pipe so that nothing 
will fall down into it, Some bowls 
have a gasket instead of putty and 
this should be replaced if worn or 
damaged. 


When the bowl goes back on 
you'll need about 3. pounds of 
putty put on its base. See} that 
the floor is clean and set the bowl 
down and get it level. Tighten up 
the nuts and remove the excess 
putty. 

Be careful when moving the 
bowl not to break or chip it. Be 
very sure that the bow! is sealed 
tightly to the pipe or you'll have 
a peak on your hands,

Disasters

LOODS in the great river val- 
leys of the middle west, hurri- 
canes and tornadoes in half a 

dozen states, with the couragé¢ of 

men, women and even little chil- 
dren in meeting their menace and 
suffering have, in recent weeks, 
stirred the deepest emotions of all 

Americans. 

In such times as these we for- 
get lesser things and remember 
that we are indeed Americans all. 
However far removed from the 
scenes of action. some may be, 
those who fight to hold the levees 
and save the crops fight for all of 
us and indeed for all the world. 

Now famine anywhere has be- 
come in some degree famine 
everywhere.

For a few days I shall some- 
times write of Western scenes and 
experiences.

T has often been pointed out,

Certainly there was nothing 

wrong with South’s contract, but 

when he overlooked every safety 
feature, he defeated himself, 


West opened a low heart. De- 
clarer captured East's queen with 
the ace and promptly laid down 
the ace and king of trumps. He 
then led the queen of diamonds. 
West won and cashed the spade 
queen, then led the king and jack 
of hearts. Declarer ruffed with 
his last trump and confidently 
led the jack of diamonds, making 
a gesture of concession. East. 
however, was in no hurry to take 
his diamond king and permitted 
the jack to hold. Now declarer 
awoke to the fact that he was 
in very deep water—not that he 
could do anything about it at this 
point. His next lead of the dia- 
mond ten was taken by East, who 
returned a club. Declarer put up 
the queen, only to have it smoth- 
ered by West’s king. As a result, . 
since declarer could not return to 
his own hand to cash his estab- 
lished diamonds, he had to con- 
cede two, club’ tricks, and with 
them, defeat. 


The two-spade contract in this 
deal was easier to fulfill than to 
lose. One winning line of play, 
perhaps the most logical, was to 
start establishing diamonds before 
touching trumps. This line would 
permit West to ruff a third dia- 
mond, but that ruff would cost 
declarer nothing, inasmuch as it 
would use up West's trump trick. 


Another winning plan, based on 
declarer’s actual sequence of plays 
up to the sixth trick, would have 
been to refuse to ruff the third 
heart lead. 
do was discard a low club on this 
trick, and the defenders would 
have been helpless.

Five large, ripe tomatoes (two 
and one-half pounds), one tea- 
spoon finely crushed dry basil or 
rosemary, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons butter, one 
medium onion, finely chopped, one 
green pepper, finely chopped, one 
cup coarse, soft bread crumbs. 

Choose tomatoes of even size 
and height. 


Wash and remove a slice from 
the stem end, Sprinkle the rose- 
mary, butter, salt and onion over 
the cut surface of tomatoes. Use 
a paring knife to cut down a num- 
ber of times through the season- 
ings and into the tomato about 
half an inch deep but without 
spoiling shape of tomatoes. Place 
in a greased, shallow baking dish 
rather close together. Sprinkle 
green pepper over top, then the 
crumbs which have been tossed 
in melted butter or margarine. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees F.), from 20 to 30 
minutes or until tomatoes and 
vegetables are soft and crumbs are 
browned, Serves five.
